Probably tru e, bu t p olitical p red ictors go ev en fu rther. 
If McGov ern is the nominee, then the conv ention will be 
held with, at least, a semblance of ord er and the Democrats 
will blithely follow a p ath of self-d estru ction to the No­ 
v ember elections. 
O n the other hand , if Hu mp hrey is the nominee, intra- 
p arly warfare that will u nd ou bted ly make Chicago of 196 8 
seem like a mild family q u arrel will eru p t, with a conseq u ent 
sp lintering of the u ltra-liberal faction and the formation of 
a third , and ex tremelv d ecisiv e third p arty . The McCarthy - 
ites of y estery ear, the y ou ng of tv d av . the Chicanos and the 
militant blacks simp ly d o not bu v tired , old Hu mp hrey and 
his p rev iou s, thou gh since rep u d iated , su p p ort of the Viet­ 
nam W ar. 
In short, they will not su p p ort the Democratic nominee 
if it is Hu mp hrey , ap p arently willing to sq u and er their v otes 
on a third p arty gestu re, immeasu reablv weakening Demo­ 
cratic chances and reelecting Richard Nix on. 
A fu rther intrigu ing p ossibility is the role George W al­ 
lace assay s for himself. Notwithstand ing the effects of his 
wou nd s su ffered d u ring the attack u p on him. and his conse­ 
q u ent inability to activ ely camp aign. George of Alabama 
has p rov ed d u ring the few p rimaries he d id contest that he 
is a p olitician with strong national ap p eal, and not ju st a 
regional sy mbol. 
The smart monev in p olitics env isions a calm and ord er­ 
ly conv ention onl\ if Mi Gov ern is chosen, w ith only the 
threat of a W allace castoff as a mass d iv isionary factor. 
McGov ern is seen as getting the su p p ort of the more ortho­ 
d ox Democrats, along with the backing of the liberal ele­ 
ments. 
In either case, the Democrats hav e come u p with two 
losers. 
W hat seems to hav e escap ed the attention of Democratic 
p lanners, with their esp ecial emp hasis of the East ( oast and 
the W est Coast, is that there's 
a hellu v a lot of cou ntry in 
between. 
And that area in between the two is the home and base 
of the p op u list sentiment that is so talked of. 
Pop u lists are generallv regard ed as being d issatisfied with 
the establishment: v oters who hav e had it u p to the gills with 
high tax ation, bigness, social stresses, minorities claims and 
many of the other p ressu res of mod ern-d ay America. 
Bu t who rep resents this p op u list feeling best? Is it Mc­ 
Gov ern with his ad v ocacy of the legalization of mariju ana, 
hu ge boosts in welfare p ay ments, calls for amnesty for d raft 
ev ad ers, economic theories that wou ld cu t d efense sp end ing 
so that cou ntless of ou r work force wou ld be on the bread 
line?

Certainly it is not Hu mp hrey with obv iou s talent for 
flip flop p ing on both sid es of an issu e, that charges the p op ­ 
u list allegiance. He has come ou t both for and against the 
Vietnam W ar; he has been for and against bu sing; he was 
an architect for the welfare scheme in the MG only to d e­ 
nou nce “welfare chislers’ in the 7 0's. Su relv his record can 
be attacked as fou nd wanting in p rincip le. 
So the nomination of either of these two men can only 
mean a cap itu lation to Nix on and a long wait foe the Demo­ 
crats u ntil 19 7 6......... 
The Democratic Party alternativ e might howev er, hav e 
to be a little arm-twisting or p rid e swallowing. 1 he twisting 
of arms wou ld hav e to come in the case of Ted Kenned y . If 
the senator from Massachu setts, the brother of Presid ent 
Kenned y and heir to Camelot and p rotector of the Kenned y 
clan can be p rod d ed into making the ru n, he at least wou ld 
hav e the emotional imp act to d u ll the p ositiv e resu lts of 
Nix on’s p ragmatic p olitics. The elan of the Kenned y s 
wou ld wear well against the conformity of Nix on. 
And then there is Wallace. Su rp risingly , he wou ld hav e 
as mu ch if not more emotional ap p eal to the electorate than 
ev en Kenned y .

SALZBURG, Austria (AP) - 
Two men on top of a 10.000 foot 
mountain 
probably 
are 
the 
loneliest 
Austrians. 
But they 
also are the only Austrians who 
can choose from seven tele 
vision channels. 
They are the observers on 
towering Sonnblick Mountain in 
the 
Austrian 
Alps. 
Europe’s 
oldest meteorological observa­ 
tion point perched on the moun­ 
tain top like an eagle’s nest. 
When they are on duty, they 
are really on their own. In win­ 
tertime, when blizzards howl 
around the observation 
post, 
they are marooned for days. 
Sometimes weeks pass before 
they see anybody else, says 
Luitpold Binder, secretary of 
the Sonnblick Society and chief 
of department in the Central 
Meteorological 
Institute 
in 
Vienna. 
The station is not large. It 
consists of three small rooms 
with sleeping quarters under­ 
neath the roof. 
A normal shift is two men, 
but sometimes this is cut to 
one. to allow for days off. 
Because of the great altitude 
of the station, the television set 
there can receive the programs 
of four countries. Austria has 
only two TV channels. The oth­ 
er TV channels received at the 
station are from neighboring 
countries. 
Three weeks work 
by the 
weather observers are followed 
by one week off. During sum­ 
mertime, tourists flock to a 
mountain lodge next to the ob­ 
servation station. 
The television—and the tour­ 
ists—are welcome to the ob­ 
servers as a diversion from 
their instrument 
readings 
at 
three hour intervals during the 
day. They relay their findings 
to the Salzburg Meteorological 
Station via radio telephone. 
In picking the weather ob­ 
servers. 
the
